AND THE WEST 

RIVER. 
The opeming of the West River seams 
likely to bo a more drastic wtuusure than 
at frst sight appeared, as it practically 
amounts to obtaining access to tho great 
clump of islunds usually spoken of as the 
delta of the Canton Hiver. The exyites- 
gion of delta, if intended to imply that 
“} these islands are an acerction of the river, 
in entirely misleading, a6 the frame-work 
is entirely rocky, ‘the islands having existed 
as long as the river, and only the lower 
fats here and there can be at all Jooked 
upon us of alluvial growth, Practically, 
notwithstanding, its proximity: to [foug- 
kong, v little is knewn of the islands 
forming the districts of Hiangshan, San- 
shui, P anyii, Nanhai, and Shusteh. Our 
knowledge of this district hiss, in fact, de- 
creased rather than the cuntrary in recent. 
times, since Canton and Whampon have 
Jost their jinpertance as shipping’ porta. 
The despatch from Sir Chude Macox sup to 
the Governor of Hongkoug would imply that 
the British Minister has takon core te malie 
himself sequainted with the circumstances 
of the case, as be has stipilated’ for free- 
dom of palssage from the luwer port of Sam- 
shui, with its dependencies of Konginvon 
and Kometuk, to both Canton and Hong- 
kong.

Here, as elsewhere in Ching, the real status 
‘| of a town is by no» indicated by its 
i ‘The as itis officially 
ranked, ef Siu-lam in fact, the commer- 
ginl metropolis of Uiis district, containing, 
aw itis estimated, 400,0W) inhabitants, but 
it in run ely by many cthers, The 
district of Hiangshan provides a large pro- 
portion of the popukuion of Hongkong, 
as well as much more Chan its share of the 
compradors: and larger nitive merchants, 
The Lurge class of domestic servants in the 
Colony is also madly recruited from the 
district. In spite, however, of this, and 
the fact that the bulk of Cantonese 
emigrants to America, Australia, the Sand- 
wich Islands, and clsewhere,. hail from 
Hiangshin, the people seem always to 
have held aloof from tarcign influence. In 
fact, the opposition to the opening of 
Kwangtuag Province and thd freedom of 
trade has been more due to the 
jealousy and chiumish nature of our 
Hiangshan commpraders than = tu 
any fixed — poli of the © Chinese 
ollicialy. Dr Dyer Ball nvtkes an in 
attempt in some nutes on the poculia 
of the spokcu language of Hiangshan to nr- 
rive at a computation of the population uf 
this one district. The attempt is not very 
successful, buvit would svem to consider- 
ably excced w million ; perhaps approach- 
ing, two. Of the tepography of tho 
islinds we may be said to know seareely 
anything except from the surveys of Mv T. 
Marsh Brown. During the last war British 
gunboats, indeed, traversed the mazes of 
crecks which interest them in all directions, 
but since that timo except for an occasional 
visit of a revenue cruiser they are seldom 
ror never visited.

Samshui has thus always been 
an important centre of. tuuttic as thy key of 
the upper provinee. Komehuk, in Shun- 
tuk-hien, is situated at the intersection of 
a network of crecks whith communicate 
with the important mart of Sinlam, ac- 
counted the most populous town of the 
entire delta, where.centres the principal 
trade of this rich district, while Kongmoon, 
as its name implies, is situated where the 
river begins to open out into an ostuury, 
and where the congeries of islands assumes 
more correctly the form of an alluvial 
delta. It is near the mouth, ton, of thé 
Sunui River, a stream which, flowing par- 
allel with the West River, opens a road to 
a considorable district in the extretne south 
of the province, These channels. as may 
be inferred from the description above, are 
all shallow, and the deepest does not carry 
more than 8 fect, ull the way, even at high 
water. Of recent years they have been 
traversed by stoam-launches making daily 
or sometimes hourly trips, according to the 
distance traversed. Tho fees paid by these 
are represented as being excessive, and 
trade has doubtless been much hampered 
thereby, as well as by tho multitude of tax 
stations, for which the innumerable intersec- 
Hons of the creeks afforded a favourable op- 
portunity, The navigation of the West Riv 
ver and it approaches will thus require a 
special type uf steamer which experience 
will doubtless develop as it has done 
already on the River Yangtze. ‘hat the 
opening will prove useful to Hongkong 
there is no doubt, but, of course, every. 
attempt will be made to strangle it by the 
methods which have already proved so 
effectual in these regions. ~The time is 
already approaching for the opening of the 
Wost River, and it was part of the under- 
standing that the Chinese Government 
should have the approaches ready by the 
4th June. We believe some steps are he- 
ing taken, but there docs nut secin to bg 
any special haste displaycd. Doubtless, 
however, our friends at Hongkong are tak- 
ing the necossary prekeninary steps.to havo 
one-or two. suitable vessels at hand to in 
augurated the new service, which cannot 
fail to be an interesting oh. Mercury,
